I'm  writing  just  to  you  for  this  first  email  so  that  I  can  kind  of  set  the  stage  of  our  situation  and 
project,  but  the  next  phase  will  be  to  introduce  you  to  my  administration  so  that  real  things  can  start 
to  happen.  I  am  a  coordinator,  which  means  I  will  be  facilitating  a  lot  of  our  project,  but  when  all  is 
said  and  done,  nothing  can  or  will  happen  without  the  administration,  so  we  may  need  to  have  you 
begin  directly  communicating  with  her  once  we  get  going.
